STATE OF ALABAMA 


A PROCLAMATION 


BY THE 
GOVERNOR 


WHEREAS, the Legislature of 
Alabama, at the Regular Session 
1945, ordered an election to be held 
by the qualified electors of the 
State of Alabama upon a certain 
proposed amendment to the Consti- 
tution of Alabama, which — said 
amendment is herein set out, and 
ordered that said election be held 
on the first Tuesday following the 
expiration of three months after 
the final adjournment of the regu- 
lay session of the 1945 Legislature; 
and 

WHEREAS, the first Tuesday fol- 
lowing the expiration of three 
months after the final adjournment 
of the regular session of the 1945 
Legislature will be and occur on 
Tuesday, October 2, 1945; and 

WHEREAS, notice of such elec- 
tion, together with the proposed 
amendment is required by law, and 
by the provisions of the Act sub- 
mitting the amendment, to be given 
by a proclamation of the Governor 
to be published in each county in 
the State of Alabama once a week 
for four successive weeks next pre- 
ceding the said 2nd day of October: 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, Chauncey 
Sparks, as Governor of the State of 
Alabama, do hereby give notice, di- 
rect and proclaim that on Tuesday, 
the 2nd day of October, 1945, an 
election will be held at the several 
polling places within the State of 
Alabama, in the manner and form 
provided by law, upon the follow- 
ing proposed amendment to the 
Constitution of the State of Ala- 
bama of 1901: 

“Article XXII. The Legislature 
shall have the power to levy and 
collect taxes for state purposes on 
net incomes from whatever 
source derived within this state, 
including the incomes derived 
from salaries, fees and compensa- 
tion paid from the state, county, 
municipality, and any agency or 
creature thereof, for the calendar 
year, 1933, and thereafter, and to 
designate and define the incomes 
to be taxed and to fix the rates 
of taxes provided that the rate 
shall not exceed 5 per cent nor 3 
per cent on corporations, Income 
shal not be deemed property for 
purposes of ad valorem taxes, 
From net income an exemption 
of not less than fifteen hundred 
dollars ($1,500.00) shall be al- 
lowed to unmarried persons and 
an exemption of not less than 
three thousand dollars ($3,000.00) 
shall be allowed to the head of a 
family, provided that only one 
exemption shall be allowed to 
husband and wife where they are 
living together and make separate 
returns for income tax. An ex- 
emption of not less than three 
hundred dollars ($300.00) shall be 
allowed for each dependent mem- 
ber of the family of an income 
tax payer under the age of 18 
years, Such tax must be levied 
upon the salaries, income, fees, 
or other compensation of state, 
county and municipal officers and 
employees, on the same basis as 
such income taxes are levied 
upon other persons, The proceeds 
of such tax, after provision has 
been made for the payment of 
administrative expenses and the 
next two maturing installments 
of interest on the warrant refund-

floating debt existing October 1, 
1932, must be used only in the 
manner and the order following: 
1) to create a trust fund for the 
payment of the principal of all 
outstanding warrant refunding 
bonds issued under the authority 
of Act No, 14, approved February 
5, 1935, and Act No, 50, approved 
February 8, 1935, to fund the 
floating debt existing October 1, 
1932; 2) to become a part of and 
to supplement the sinking fund 
heretofore created for the pay- 
ment of the “Old Bonded Debt”, 
as evidenced by Class A Renewal 
Bonds, Class C Renewal Bonds, 
and Funding Renewal Bonds, to 
the extent that the fund, which 
hereafter shall be an irrevocable 
trust fund, when invested and 
the earnings thereon calculated to 
the maturities of the outstanding 
bonds, will equal the principal of 
the unpaid debt; 3) to replace 
revenues lost to the several funds 
by reason of exemption of home- 
steads from the state ad valorem 
tax; 4) the residue shall be paid 
into in the state treasury. The 
corpus of any fund hereby cre- 
ated, and the income from the 
trust fund for the payment of 
the “Old Bonded Debt”, may be 
invested by the Governor in the 
bonds or other obligations of the 
United States or the State of Ala- 
bama. Any earnings on the in- 
vestment of the trust fund for the 
payment of the “Old Bonded Debt" 
shall be payable into and become 
a part of the fund, and all earn- 
ings and income from the invest- 
ment of the trust fund for the 
payment of warrant refunding 
bonds shall be deposited with, and 


become a part of, the fund into | 


which the proceeds of the income 
tax are paid. After a sufficient 
amount is accumulated in any 
fund to equal the principal of the 
outstanding bonds against the 
payment of which the fund is 
created, (except as to interest 
which shall be an annual charge 
or may be included in the trust 
fund) the debt shall be consid- 
ered paid. All laws relating to 
the income tax, not in conflict 
herewith and valid on the date of 
the ratification of this amend- 
ment, are hereby validated and 
confirmed, The provisions here- 
of with respect to the creation of 
funds and the use thereof are de- 
clared to be self-executing,.” 


I further direct and proclaim that 
notice of this election upon Tues- 
day, the 2md day. of October, 1945, 
upon the above set forth amend- 
ment to the Constitution of the 
State of Alabama of 1901, be given 
by publishing the same once a week 
for four successive weeks next pre- 
ceding Tuesday the 2nd day of Oc- 
tober, 1945, in each county in the 
State of Alabama in a newspaper 
published in said county.

JOSEPH’S TESTIMONY 
TO GOD'S PROVIDENCE 


LESSON TEXT—Genesis 45:1-5, 9-15, 

GOLDEN TEXT—Oh that men would 
praise the Lord for his goodness, and for 
his wonderful works to the children of 
men!—Psalm 107:8, 


God rules the universe. He has 
His plan which will be carried out 
yes, even in spite of man if need 
be. ‘He can overrule the acts even 
of wicked men and make them links 
in a chain of providence by which 
His purposes are carried out." 

Forgiveness, opening the way for 
the restoration of fellowship and the 
showing of kindness, brought the sto- 
ry of Joseph and his brethren to a 
happy ending, Under the good hand 
of God, the story which began with 
tragedy is brought to a conclusion 
of blessing. 


I, Love Overcomes Fear (vv. 1-4). 

Following the earnest plea of Ju- 
dah, the heart of Joseph could no 
longer withhold itself from the full 
expression of affection and devotion 
to his family. 

Joseph tenderly shielded the fam- 
ily troubles from the eyes and ears 
of strangers by sending out the 
Egyptians. It was the first step of 
consideration which paved the way 
for reconciliation, How often just 
the opposite is done—airing family 
affairs before the world, and humili- 
ating those who may be in the wrong, 
thus making it difficult for them to 
admit their guilt. 


Then, too, this was a moment too 
tender and delicate to be seen by 
outsiders. The tears of a strong 
man like Joseph mean a deep move- 
ment of spirit—a solemn and often 
a sacred moment, 


It should also be noted that the 
brothers were afraid, and well they 
might ‘be, because of their sin 
against Joseph. After many years 
these astonished men found them- 
selves face to face with the one 
whom they thought they had dis- 
posed of and they knew their sin 
had found them out. It always does, 
sooner or later, but inevitably. 


II. Grace Overrules Sin (vy. 5). 

The guilt of these men was none- 
theless real and Joseph could not 
remove it, but he encouraged them 
by showing how God had used their 
evil devices to work out His own 
good pleasure. He can make the 
wrath of man to praise Him (Ps. 
76:10). 

It is worth stressing again that in 
the very hour when the prospects for 
Joseph's future usefulness seemed 
ruined, God was opening the door to 
the greatest experiences of his life 
and was preparing him to serve the 
thousands whose lives were saved by 
his wisdom and ability in the years 
of famine. 

Nothing is more important in the 
life of a child of God than to be 
yielded to His will, unmoved by cir- 
cumstances, abiding His time, re- 
sponding to His guidance whether it 
be by the opening or closing of 
doors, prosperity or adversity. And 
herein is the marvel of it all—even 
sin may be overruled by God's grace 
for His own glory, 

That does not invite anyone to sin 
that grace may abound (Rom, 6: 
1, 2), but it does offer encourage- 
ment to the one who has fallen, that 
God can redeem the years that the 
locusts have eaten (Joel 2:25). 

Our lesson also sets us an exam- 
ple of how true forgiveness acts. So 
often when forgiveness is asked or 
granted, there is an ‘I can forgive 
but I can’t forget’’ attitude, which 
means that while hostilities have 
ceased at least temporarily, there is 
no real friendship or the disposition 
to show kindness, Is there any real 
forgiveness at all in such an atti- 


tude of heart and mind? We fear 
not, 

Ill. Kindness Provides the Best 
(vy. 9-15). 


It might have been enough to send 
food and a kind greeting with the 
brothers to their own land, but love 
does not seek the minimum expres- 
sion of its feeling. It asks not how 
little, but how much can I give or 
do. Note the tender touch in verse 
15, “he kissed all his brethren," 
Here was no general forgiveness, but 
a personal renewal of long-lost fel- 
lowship. 

Bringing his aged father and 
brothers into the land of plenty was 
not enough. Joseph also gave to 
them the ‘best of the land’ (47:11), 
His thoughtful consideration in send- 
ing for his father (Gen. 46:5-7) was 
part of the same piece of kindness, 


Joseph puts to shame the modern 
“hard-boiled” attitude toward needy 
and aged members of the family. 
In thelr eager and relentless pursuit 
of fame or riches, many ignore or 
trample upon the members of their 
own families, Often they ‘are 
ashamed of the broken bodies, the 
humble apparel, the broken or un- 
educated speech of their parents, 

They fear lest their new-found 
friends in some circle of wealth and 
supposed “‘position’’ will think them 
Strange or ridiculous. God pity 
the man or woman who jis ashamed 
of a humble or aged father and

Congress Backs Pearl Harbor 
Probe, But Stiff Fight Looms 


Over Truman's Domestic Policies

CONGRESS: 


Fight Looms 


Highlighted by an 18,000 word 
message from President Truman, 
congress went back to work after 
a brief recess to tussle over legisla- 
tion extending the draft, tiding the 
nation over reconversion, holding 
the price line until volume produc- 
tion develops, readjusting the farm 
economy to peacetime, and provid- 
ing credit for foreign countries. 

The first congressional move, how- 
ever, concerned none of these 
weighty problems but rather the 
Pearl Harbor debacle of December 
7, 1941. Stealing the ball from the 
Republican opposition, Senator 
Barkley (Dem., Ky.) called for a 
joint senate-house inquiry into the 
disaster, with an amendment by Sen- 
ators Vandenberg (Rep., Mich.) and 
Ferguson (Rep., Mich.) broadening 
the probe to include the Philippine, 
Wake and Midway islands setbacks 
Qs well. Matching speedy passage 
in the senate, House Speaker Ray- 
burn (Dem., Texas) assured prompt 
action in his chamber. 

Barkley’s resolution for an investi- 
gation followed on the heels of con- 
gressional clamor for an inquiry as 
a result of general feeling that the 


‘army and navy board reports con-

stituted a whitewash of political

higher-ups. Barkley himself took rec- 
ognition of this sentiment, declaring 
that the probe should bring out all 
facts relating to civil as well as 
military responsibility, with no ef- 
fort to shield any individual. 

Though support for a joint-con- 
gressional investigation of Pearl 
Harbor was nigh unanimous, the 
administration faced rougher sled- 
ding on other important legislation, 
with the Republicans threatening a 
bitter fight against so-called pater- 
nalistic aspects of Mr. Truman's 
domestic program. 

Particularly acrimonious debate 
was expected to develop over such 
administration-supported measures 
as increasing unemployment com- 
pensation to a maximum of $25 a 
week for 26 weeks; entrusting the 
government with providing for full 
employment; banning racial or reli- 
gious discrimination in hiring, and 
extensive federal public works 
building. Opponents also girded to 
fight the administration’s reconver- 
sion pricing policies, which seek to 
hold charges to 1942 levels until 
mass production permits volume. 

In military matters, a lively fight 
loomed over extension of the draft 
for 18 to 25 year oldsters, with the 
issue somewhat tempered by efforts 
to boost voluntary recruiting by pay 
inducements. 


JAPAN: 
Datails Defeat 


Because of the disruption of com- 
munidation lines and the blasting 
of heavy industries in the wake of 
the U. S.’s relentless forward ad- 
vance, Japan was finished last June, 
Premier Higashi-Kuni told the 88th 
session of the imperial diet. 

The premier’s analysis of Japan’s 


‘ defeat followed Emperor Hirohito’s 


appeal to the Japanese people to ful- 
fill the obligations of the uncon- 
ditional surrender and work to re- 
gain the confidence of the world. 

In detailing the Nipponese down- 
fall, Higashi - Kuni revealed that 
combined U, S. sea and air might 
had sharply reduced Nipponese 
shipping and rail communications 
and cut down the flow of materials 
to war industries. In turn, these 
plants suffered heavily from air 
bombardment, 

Declaring that the ruins of Hiro- 
shima and Nagasaki were too ghast- 
ly to even look upon, Higashi-Kuni 
admitted that the use of the atomic 
bomb proved the real turning point 
of the war, with Russia's entrance 
capping the disastrous turn of 
events. 

Even as Higashi-Kuni spoke, U, S. 
forces continued to pour into Japan 
for occupation duties, with an esti- 
mated 300,000 to 400,000 men eventu- 
ally needed to complete the opera- 
tion. 

With U. S. troops fanning out 
over the Japanese home islands, 
efforts were made to speed up the 
release of American war prisoners, 


many of whom charged mistreat- ; 


ment during their captivity, Avi- 
ators especially were singled out for 
abuse, first being pummeled by 
any civilians upon parachuting to 
safety, before being turned over to 
military guards. 


REDEPLOYMENT: 


Revise Plans 


Considered its answer to wide- 
spread criticism on the part of sery- 
{cemen as well as the public, the 
army revised its redeployment plans 
to free an estimated 665,000 vets 
from Pacific duty. 

Under the new plan, G.I.s exempt 
from overseas service will include 
those with 45 or more discharge 
points; those between 34 and 37 
years of age with a year of serv- 
ice, or those 37 or over, Previous- 
ly, the army had required 75 points 
for such exemption, 

Meanwhile, 200,000 army officers 
looked forward to early release fol- 
lowing the announcement of dis- 
charge plans based upon the point 
system. With points computed on 
the basis of one for each month in 
service, one for each month of over- 
seas service, five for each combat 
award and 12 for each dependent 
under 18, colonels, lieutenant-col- 
onels and majors need 100 points for 
discharge; captains, first and second 
lieutenants, 85, and warrant and 
flight officers, 80, ~ 


EMPLOYMENT: 
Set Goal 


Speedy rehiring of many dis- 
charged war workers by reconvert- 
ing industries will be necessary if 
the War Manpower commission's 
goal of an immediate postwar fac- 
tory employment of 14 million is to 
be achieved. 

The necessity of speeding up re- 
conversion to absorb the postwar 
labor glut was pointed up by the 
WMC's own estimate that four mil- 
lion persons would lose wartime jobs 
within the next six months, Aircraft 
plants alone will discharge one mil- 
lion, with ordnance releasing 800,000, 
shipbuilding 600,000 and government 
over 100,000. 

Manufacturing industries cannot 
sop up all of the available labor sup- 
ply, WMC said, declaring that in- 
creasing numbers of men and wom: 
en will have to enter mining, build- 
ing, trade and farming. Because the 
war restricted much activity in 
these enterprises, and anticipated 
postwar markets will lead to busi- 
ness expansion, WMC predicted 
wider employment in these fields,

nations recover from war faster than highly industrialized nations, Japan 
will recover from the war faster than the United States, Dr. John W. 
Stanton, former war department consultant on Japan and professor at 


Northwestern university, declared. 


“Two-thirds of the Japanese population, before the war were en- 
gaged directly or indirectly in agriculture and fishing,” he said, 
“Only a third were engaged in industry and commerce, compared to 
two-thirds in Germany and similarly high proportions in the U. S, 
and Britain, each of whom will find recovery more difficult, ~

QUISLING: 
Defends Self 

With death staring him in the 
face, pale and grim Vidkun Quisling 
was pictured as a constructive Eu- 
ropean statesman and _ passionate 


foe of Bolshevism by his counsel 
Henrik Bergh during the closing 
Stages of the celebrated treason 
trial in Oslo, Norway. 

Though no political disciple of 
the notorious collaborator, lawyer 


Bergh depicted Quisling as an ideal- 
istic eccentric, who, while contact- 
ing Hitler in 1939, also commu- 
nicated with Chamberlain in an ef- 
fort to bring about peace between 
Germany, Britain and France, 
Bergh attributed the collaborator's 
Sympathy with the Nazi occupation 
of 1940 to a desire to prevent Nor- 
way becoming a battleground like 
Poland through a British landing and 
subsequent German counterattack, 

First sympathetic to communism 
while doing relief work in Russia 
in 1923, Quisling changed his atti- 
tude in 1930 upon seeing mass im- 
prisonments, starvation and plagues 
in the soviet, Bergh said, 


RECONVERSION: 
Strikes Interfere 

In the first serious work stoppage 
in the reconversion period, produc- 
tion was cut sharply at the Ford 
and Hudson automobile plants fol- 
lowing a variety of labor disputes, 
In Washington, D. C., the govern- 
ment remained in close touch with 
the situation, in keeping with Presi- 
dent Truman's avowed determina- 
tion to prevent a reconversion slow- 
down through labor differences. 

At Ford's, over 26,000 workers 
were laid off as a result of strikes 
at parts suppliers’ plants, with the 
walkout of 4,500 employees of the 
Kelsey - Hayes Wheel company over 
the discharge of union stewards 
chiefly interfering with production, 
The stewards had been fired for in- 
stigating a brawl with a foreman, 

Curtailment of production at Hud- 
son's followed the walkout of 6,000 
workers in sympathy with 500 fore- 
men striking in protest over a re- 
duction of wartime wagé' rates. 


| SECT RITES FATAL | 


“I may be bitten and I may die,” 32- 


year-old Lewis Francis Ford, lay preach: 
er of the Dolly Pond Chure h of God 
near Birchwood, Tenn., told a newspa- 
per reporter before conduc ting his 
sect’s snake handling rites. “But if I 
do,” Ford continued, “it will be because 
the Lord wants to show unbelievers the 
snakes are poisonous.” 

Shortly afterward, Ford was bitten on 
the right hand as he was removing a 
three-foot rattlesnake from a wooden 
box, and was taken to a near-by home 
where several of the follow ers of his 
faith prayed for him, When his condi- 
tion worsened, however, he was rushed 
to a Chattanooga hospital, where he 
died. 

Ford’s death followed that of Mrs. 
Harvey O. Kirk of Wise, Va., who sue- 
cumbed from a rattlesnake bite on the 
wrist during a religious rite. Before 
dying Mrs. Kirk gave birth to a child, 
which failed to survive. 


JAP RESETTLEMENT: 
Lift Coast Ban 


Of 110,000 persons of Japanese 
ancestry, who were removed from 
the Pacific coast following Pearl 
Harbor, only 45,000 will return with 
the lifting of the ban against their 
resettlement there, U. S. relocation 
authorities predicted. 

Out of the 110,000 removed, about 
50,000 have found new homes in 
other sections of the country, where 
they have entered a variety of in- 
dustries ranging from watch-making 
to mechanical dentistry and proven 
their efficiency and trustworthiness. 
Another 50,000 have remained in re- 
location camps. 

With feeling running high against 
Japanese-Americans in some Pacif- 
ic coast communities, Maj. Gen. H. 
C. Pratt, commander of the western 
defense zone, called upon residents 
there to accord resettlers the same 
privileges of other law-abiding citi- 
zens, 


SURPLUS GOODS: 


Sales Policy 

Hoping to speed the turnover of 
material and permit wider distribu- 
tion among dealers during the im- 
mediate period of scarcity, the de- 
partment of commerce reported that 
most surplus war goods would now 
be sold on a fixed price basis rather 
than sealed bids. 

The department revealed its poli- 
cy change at the same time that it 
announced 300 million dollars worth 
of material is being made avail- 


able to wholesalers and retail- 
ers, with items including chicken 
wire, trucks and other vehicles, 


hardware, shotguns and shells. 

Under the new selling plan, mate- 
rial will be disposed of to whole- 
salers and retailers under OPA ceil- 
ings, with allowances for profit mar- 
gins. Thirty days credit will be ex- 
tended, An estimated 80 per cent of 
dollar volume of all surplus sales 
will fall under the new pricing 
policy. 


TIRE REPORT: 


In renewing monthly reports, the 
Rubber Manufacturers association 
includes a breakdown of figures 
showing production in civilian pas- 
senger car, truck and bus casings 
and in tubes for 1941 and 1945 to in- 
dicate the present tire situation. 


Production of passenger car cas- 
ings for the first six months of 1941 
totalled 29,040,711 units, with 5,365,- 
459 units held in inventory. Bsti- 
mated production for the six months 
ended last June 30 was 10,020,817 
units, with only 950,412 in inventory,

LT. CARL FOLSOM WAS 
KILLED ON LUZON IN 
AUTO ACCIDENT 


First Lt. Carl Folsom, son 
of the late J. M. Folsom and 
Mrs. Folsom, was killed on 
the Island of Luzen on July 
25. This sad news has been 
withheld from newspapers 
because of the serious illness 
of his mother. She was in- 
formed of her son’s death on 
last Saturday. 

The people of Elba and 
Coffee County were deeply 
grieved at the loss of this 
most worthy and highly es- 
teemed citizen. Carl truly 
gave his life in the bitter 
struggle for the freedom of 
his country. 

Letters from his superior 
officers have informed his 
family that he died in a ve- 
hicle wreck, while in the line 
of military duty. He suffer- 
ed a fractured skull and died 
instantly. His body is bur- 
ied in a well-kept cemetery 
on Luzon and his family has 
been furnished with the 
number of the row and 
grave in which he lies. 

Carl was commissioned 
2nd Lieutenant in the Army 
of the United States on Dec. 
1, 1942, and assigned to ser~ 
vice at Holding and Recon-; 
signment Point, Montgom- 
ery. His appointment was 
made in Services of Supply 
Transportation Corps, and 
was warranted by his exper- 
ience gained as civilian em- 
ploye in the Quartermaster 
Corps of the Army at Craig 


Field, Selma, and Napier 
Field, Dothan. 


He began his railroad ca- 
reer with the Atlantic Coast | 3 
Line in 1924 as warehouse 
clerk. Later he was promot- 
ed to clerk-operator for the 
G. M. and O. Railroad Com- 
pany. 

Prior to his entry into the 
service, Lieut. Folsom was 
Deputy Collector for the 
Treasury Department, In- 
ternal Revenue Service, sta- 
tioned at Birmingham and 
Mobile. 

He has long been active in 
Democratie party affairs of 
Alabama and was chairman 
of the Roosevelt campaign 
committee of Coffee County 
during the presidential elec- 
tion of 1940. 

Lieut. Folsom was 41 
years of age. He was an ac- 
tive member of the Elba 
Baptist Church and ever 
since his assignment to over- 
seas duty in April he has 
continued his financial sup- 
port to his church. He was 
a typical, clear-cut South- 
ern gentleman, and was lov- 
ed and appreciated by his 
countless friends. He is sur- 
vived by his mother, four 
brothers, Fred, of Montgom- 
ery; Cecil, of Mobile; Bob, 
of New Orleans; and James, 
of Cullman; two sisters, 
Mrs. Ross Clark, of Elba, 
and Mrs. Charles Ellis, of
